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se^ents of j\merican scholarship that may he selected^ an indication of a pre- 
vailing trend. The list would appear to give support to the contention often 
heard that in the social studies there is need for more synthesis of existing 
knowledge, for greater historical depth of inquiries primarily relating to 
current questions, for a broader sweep of investigations that purport to illu- 
mine social processes* 

It should be explained that the present list includes, in as far as it could 
be ascertained, studies not yet published but at least begun by jknerican research 
workers, either at home or abroad, and by foreign workers if carried on in this 
country under the auspices of an Merican institution. For the sake of concise- 
^ ness, work has been excluded which, though it involves some research, does not 
as a vvholo come within a close definition of that term — such as translations, 
compilations, relatively small additions to work previously published, work on 
textbooks, analytical indices, or more or less journalistic surveys# In some 
instances, portions of research projects with larger scope are indicated; in 
others, a stu^ bearing on Pacific-area interests is listed, though the title may 
not contain direct reference to such interests. The titles listed are not always 
identical with those v/hich the published results will bear. 

Some overlapping of categories is inevitable. Since the subject matter 
covered is not always evident from the title, no effort has been made to indicate 
by repetition or cross reference all the subject categories to which a given 
study may be making a contribution (as, for example, law and international rela- 
tions, or history and sociology) j on the other hand, the geographical regions 
covered are usually sufficiently well indicated to make possible the regional 
index given on pages 33 and 34. 

Further aids included in the present issue are an index of names and an index 
of institutions at which projects are carried on. Since it is often difficult, 
f rom^ the information obtained, to distinguish between studies made under the 
auspices of an organization or with a grant from it, reference to auspices has 
been omitted. A number of these studies are carried on under grants and fellow- 
ships from the Social Science Research Council, the jtoerican Council of Learned 
Societies, the Harvard-Yenching Institute, and research institutes and bureaus 
connected with particular universities. Studies contributed toward the research 
program of the Institute of Pacific Relations (as distinct from those listed as 
being made by members of its staff) are marked with an asterisk# 

As a general clue to the relative maturity of the research worker, though by 
no means in evidence of it, this iswie lists the highest degree (above the B.A.) 
held by each scholar or the degree toward the attainment of which the present 
study may be intended as a contribution. Where the addresses given are insuf- 
ficient, more precise information can usually be obtained from this Council# 

Because the inclusion of studies relating to the countries of the Western 
Hemisphere bordering on the pacific would throw out of proi)ortion the list as a 
^ whole, only those titles have been included which concern the Transpacific rela- 
tions of American countries, but not to those which concern their mutufil relations 
or internal conditions and problems. 

The editor desires to thank those institutional officers and others who, often 
at considerable trouble, have helped him to secure the information presented in 
the following pages.
